We're glad they’re 
laughing... for now 


I t’s good that U.S. President Barack 
Obama can enjoy a laugh at Prime 
Minister Trudeau's expense. 

We’re just not sure the president’s 
potential successors, or other world 
leaders, will be laughing for long. 

Obama took a gentle shot at 
Tmdeau this weekend during 
the president’s final White House 
Correspondents' Dinner roast. 

“Somebody recently said to me, 'Mr. 
President, you are so yesterday. Justin 
Tmdeau has completely replaced 
you,’ ” Obama deadpanned. “I said, 
'Justin, just give it a rest.’ ” 

Obama has obviously found a 
kindred spirit in Tmdeau. And 
Canada is better off having a warm 
relationship with our biggest trading 
partner. (Whether or not we return 
to the days of Brian Mulroney and 
Ronald Reagan crooning When Irish 
Eyes are Smiling, we hope the Liberal 
American-bashing of old is gone.) 

But personal camaraderie aside, the 
Liberal government is doing several 
things that may alienate our allies, 
including America. 

Obama only last week called 
for NATO allies to spend more 
on international security. NATO 
members — that’s us! — are supposed 
to spend two per cent of GDP on 
defence. But we don’t. 

It’s a gentler way of saying the same 


thing, ironically, that the next potential 
president of the United States has 
argued. Donald Trump has accused 
Canada and other nations of being 
"freeloaders" who are not contributing 
enough to their militaries. 

When taken against the backdrop 
of Tmdeau’s decision to end our 
bombing missions against ISIS, it 
contributes to an image of Canada as 
lagging in the war against terrorism. 

The Liberals' plan to legalize 
marijuana will also cause frustrations 
with allies, as Tmdeau has 
acknowledged. We must set our 
own course, obviously, but we can’t 
operate in a vacuum. 

We must not be perceived as soft on 
crime and non-committal on defence 
spending. These issues matter to 
Canadians and Americans alike. 

The whole relationship Tmdeau 
enjoys with Obama is built on promise 
and potential. But Tmdeau's longer 
and more relevant relationships will 
no doubt be with Obama’s successors. 

And it’s concrete action, not the 
flash of cellphone cameras, that’s 
going to make those relationships 
work. To convince his counterparts 
that he is a credible leader of 
substance, Tmdeau will need to be 
willing to make hard decisions. 

We hope he can.

Netherlands Liberation Day 

To the editor: Farming in the Holland 
Marsh plays a large part in the Heritage of 
the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury. 

It was farmers from the Nether¬ 
lands who came here with their knowl¬ 
edge of growing crops on reclaimed 
marshland, setting Bradford’s repu¬ 
tation as one of the premier vegeta¬ 
ble growing centres in North America. 

May 5 is the date that the Dutch cel¬ 
ebrate the Liberation of the Netherlands 
by our Canadian forces in 1945. Our 
Canadian troops, my father included, 
fought the Nazis from dyke to dyke - ini¬ 
tially, to liberate the Scheldt estuary 
from Nazi occupation in order to free up 
the port of Antwerp, and ultimately to 
liberate the whole of the Netherlands. 

My father told me stories of the 
flooding, and being cold and wet, 
earning the Canadian soldiers 
the nickname of “water rates.” 

Every town and city in Holland has a 
special date, when they celebrate the 
day the Canadian soldiers marched 
into their town. The liberation of Hol¬ 
land was a major accomplishment of the 
Canadian army in the Second World War. 

During the process of liberation, the 
soldiers of the Canadian Army devel¬ 
oped a deep respect and admiration for 


the Dutch people who, in the face of 
incredible hardship, including starva¬ 
tion, never abandoned their principles. 

people, risking their own lives to protect 
Jewish people. A lot of the dangerous 
work done by the Dutch Resistance was 
actually done by children. Some of those 
children might very well be citizens of 
Dutch heritage, living in our community. 

Even 71 years later, every grave 
of a Canadian soldier buried in the 
Netherlands is kept and tended by a 
school child. When that child grad¬ 
uates, care of the grave is passed to 
a younger child. I have been there, 
and the graves are immaculate. Every 
May 5 and every Christmas, flow¬ 
ers are placed on each grave. 

On Saturday, May 7 at 1 p.m., the 
Dutch flag will be raised at our Treas¬ 
ury Building and Courthouse, 62 Hol¬ 
land St. East. It would be a great thing 
if as many people as are able turned 
out for this ceremony, to show our 
appreciation for all of our Canadian 
soldiers, and our respect for those 
Dutch citizens who endured occu¬ 
pation, and have become part of the 
history and heritage of our town.

The history of Mother’s Day 


BRADFORD TIMES STAFF 

Whatever the earliest Mother’s Day cele¬ 
brations might be - the Roman holiday ded¬ 
icated to Juno, mother of the gods, or Moth¬ 
ering Sunday in the U.K. - inNorthAmerica, 
Mother’s Day has its roots in poverty, and 

Ann Reeves Jarvis organized Mother's 
Day Clubs in her state of West Virginia, in 
the 1850s. The precursor of Women’s Insti¬ 
tutes, the clubs were dedicated to improv¬ 
ing sanitary conditions and lowering infant 
mortality rates. Club members also tended 
the wounded on both sides of the Ameri¬ 
can Civil War - and after the war, promoted 
peace, through “Mothers’ Friendship Day” 

Itwas Jarvis' daughter; Anna Jarvis, who is 
credited with launching the modem "Moth- 

Ann Reeves Jarvis died in 1905; Anna 
Jarvis organized a special Mother’s Day 
Service in her memory on May 10,1908, 
at a church in Grafton, West Virginia, and 
handed out carnations - her mother’s 


favourite flowet 

Grafton. In 1914, only six years later, U.S. 
President Woodrow Wilson officially pro¬ 
claimed the second Sunday in May as 
"Mother's Day." 

Anna Jarvis saw Mother's Day as a time 
to appreciate and thank mothers every¬ 
where, a day to spend time together She was 
appalled by what she saw as growing com¬ 
mercialization of the day, with merchants 
promoting the sale of Mother’s Day greeting 
cards, flowers, chocolates and gifts. 

She was to spend the rest of her life fight¬ 
ing that commercialization. Her fight was 
unavailing - probably because people love 
giving, and getting presents. Who doesn't
